had great HF propagation, even as higher latitudes were disrupted. 
He worked about 9,300 stations on his trip. Probably the worst days 
during that period were April 8 and 11-13, when geomagnetic storms 
raged. But N4CD worked many stations on 10 meters who said that his 
was the only signal they heard. These were probably stations working 
him on a north-south path. This isn't because north-south 
propagation is enhanced during geomagnetic storms, but because when 
propagation is disrupted these are often the only paths that work 
for high frequencies. He said his best DX for QRP was working WD3P, 
who was only running 500 milliwatts into a dipole.

You bring up a good point, is it really worth it to experiment with older 
designs. In a word, yes. However one should realize that there have been 
improvements in components that have superseded those in use at the time. Take 
for instance the phasing method of sideband suppression. 


The largest negative to the direct conversion design is the inability to 
suppress the unwanted sideband. This results in hearing the beat note from the 
receiver on both sides of zero beat. This makes an otherwise crowded ham band 
sound like a convention. Note that this ability to hear the beat note on both 
sides of zero beat is not a property peculiar to direct conversion receivers, it 
is also true of superhets without any IF filtering. 


But recently, in the last 5 or 6 years, improvements have been made in 
components so that direct conversion receivers of the KK7B design are economical 
possible to build. New technology? No, just newer and better components. 
History shows that the phasing method of sideband suppression was in use well 
before the crystal filter method. Just read any ham journals from the early era 
of SSB! 


This component improvement has made many things possible. The excellent DSP 
filtering found in many modern radios is one example. 


And in many cases the improvement will make older designs poor performers. One 
would think that a better 2N2222A would yield an improvement in any design, but 
such is not the case. In the aerospace industry we kept a small group of parts 
people busy full time finding replacement parts for our "historical" designs. 
Perhaps it is better to build projects within a few years of publication, but 
some of the older designs are excellent teachers of theory and practice!

Oh, don't get me wrong, I'm very much a fan of old design radios. Regens 
and early superhets and crystal radios and "boat anchors" hold a lot of 
fascination for me. The idea of building a pretty decent working receiver 
from components of the 50s - 60s era is on my list of projects. Just have 
to come up with the spare time to do it. 


Why? Simply because they're neat radios and were part of an era when there 
was - I think - more romance in the technology and even in the hobby. 


If we're - and here is the point I did not make before - interested in 
building something like a DC receiver and we want to use a particular design 
and component selection because it's a tribute to earlier pioneering 
efforts, akin perhaps to building and using on the air, a 30s era regen, 
then, knowing what we are doing and WHY is one thing. We're probably doing 
it for historical or nostalgic reasons more than pure performance. If on 
the other hand, the intent is to build the best performing piece of 
equipment (and here I'm focusing more on receivers as any one watt 
transmitter - all things being equal - is going to perform pretty much as 
any one watt transmitter has done throughout radio history), then we must 
realize that there were some significant shortcomings with earlier DC 
receivers and that receiver design has come a long way. Is that sentence 
long enough? <g> 


If I were to set out to build a really portable and hopefully well 
performing receiver today, and I had intent of matching it to a small 
transmitter, I would probably look to the later designs. At least those 
offering a good performance/complexity ratio. Could be though, that using 
an older schematic but substituting current components, if possible would 
work as well. 


None of this is meant to say that only the new radios are good. Just we 
have to judge what we want the project to do and in the area of simple 
receivers, will we end up with a compromise or a real hot receiver?

The merchandise gets billed to your regular 
account, but the account numbers given to the vendor will work only once. 


Obviously, the people most vulnerable to web identity theft are those who 
have a full-time connection to the web. But there are safety applications 
available to monitor activity in and out of your computer, and log 
suspicious activity for further investigation.

A very strong solar wind shock was observed at SOHO at 04:27 UT on April 
28. Solar wind speed increased abruptly by an incredible 360 km/sec 
going from 470 to 830 km/sec. There was a substantial increase in proton 
densities at the time of the shock. Earth should receive an impact at 
about 05 UT. Very severe storming is possible today. 


...very severe storming observed in Georgia. All bands. 32 contacts 
total in about 4.5 hours. Most productive band was 20, but it would 
open for about 3-5 minutes every 10 to 15 minutes, much like during QRP 
ARCI a couple of weeks ago. 


Operations near the largest monolith in Georgia, Stone Mountain (well, 
technically, it's a batholythe, but who's counting???) ceased at about 
19:30Z when the storm in the ionosphere leaked down into the 
stratosphere and then it began to thunder and rain...
